Tuesday, December 1 is International AIDS Awareness Day. On that day, over 400 museums, galleries, 
and other organizations are holding events and programs in response to the AIDS crisis. Starting over the 
Thanksgiving weekend. The Cleveland Museum of Art will observe International AIDS Awareness Day 
(Dec 1) with a five-day event in the Museum’s indoor Garden Court. Between Friday, November 27, and 
Tuesday, December 1, during regular hours, visitors will be encouraged to express, by writing and/or 
drawing on colored paper provided, their feelings about such destractive forces as hatred, anger, and 
prejudice, which hinder progress in the fight against AIDS. Each expression of negativity will then meet 
its match as visitors run their creations through a paper shredder, overseen by Museum staff volunteers; 
this repeated act, creating positive energy out of negative energy, serves as the theme of the installation. 
The resulting colored shreds will be put into clear containers and displayed as an ongoing reminder of the 
process of eliminating the barriers to compassion. The project is a collaboration between the Department 
of Education and Public Programs and the Department of Modem Art, Tom Hinson, curator.
